With respect to independent claims 1, 10, 17, 26 and 32, the arguments 
presented in this amendment after final is a repeat of the arguments presented in 
the amendment of September 14, 2005. 

As stated in the record, in Pauls, not only does the relative importance of 
the macroblock is based on the position/location, but it is also based on its use 
as a refernce block (highest counts, col. 5, lines 24 - 45, col. 2, lines 19 - 60). 

With respect to applicant's argument of the limitation "predictive coding to 
remove accumulated error effects" (page 1 1 , lines 10-15), this issue is not 
relevant because it has not been positively claimed. 

With respect to claim 23, the omission in the Final Office Action of 
December 19, 2005 is inadvertent. Examiner regrets this error. However, in 
claim 23, the limitation "decodes the streams of macroblock data back into 
decoded video data" reads on Pauls (fig. 1 , decoder 44), and would have been 
rejected as the reverse operation of the step of encoding streams of compressed 
video data of claim 17, which was rejected. The rejection of claim 23 would have 
been consistent with the rejection of claim 17. 
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
